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THE LITTLE THINGS OF LIFE 



In the rush .nnd bustle of a St. Catherine Street crowd ;\ «love 
is. dropped, and on the in.«t.Tnt .someone picks it up and returns 
it to its owner; in a poorly-lighted section of the city ft stranger 
searches vainly for a certain house-number, and a passerby pauses 
for an instant and directs him; — these are instances, it ^siW he 
agreed, of the little things that are so ca.Mly done and yet so often 
left undone. Each day is filled \s-ith such occurrence.*, and each 
one of us i.s bound to come across something similar. 

Wc arc looking; lor something great and attractive — the kind 
of enterprise that wll demand all our energies and all our courage 
and which, when it is accomplished, will be looked on by our fel- 
lows as a noble piece of work. Tnc call of the highest is what we 
are listening for. and when it comes we are ready to heed and to 
follow on and up. .At least, this is what we can quite easily per- 
suade ourseKes; quite frankly, perhaps, we arc really just wait- 
ing for something big to turn up. 

The attitude is not an uncommon one: it is in evidence ever>- 
day of the week. Who has not heard of the person who awaited 
■with interest the choice of an executive for an organisation: and 
when the day came for the selection, someone else 'was appointed 
to the leading place. The defeated candidate thereupon refused 
to consider any subordinate office, choosing rather to await an- 
lother big opportunity. 1: is this type of action that makes co-opera- 
tion difficult, for some must do the lesser things at least for the 
time being. 

if we read the life of any man who has made a conspicuous 
success! we will find almost invariably that he started out by be- 
ing willing to busy himself y^nth almost unheard-of jobs; in fact 
it Is simply because they have been done so well that he has been 
chosen for the most important ones. 

But out original point is becoming rather obscure, and we re- 
turn to it. Life iF_i.c.o short to expect that, we can do cverj'thing 
during it: but on ihc other hand, neither can we expect to do big 
things all the cimt. Often character is built up and tested, more 
by the reaction to opportunities for little courtesies, friendly helps 
and the like, t'nan by the achievement of a great object, whose 
achievement is only rendered possible by riding rough-ahod over 
the rnad of life without a pause for anj-thing triN-ial; 

Romv wa^ no: built in a day: neither was it built entirely of 
great stones. The slow accumulation of countless accessory ma- 
terials pleyed an equallv important part. And so will it ever be.
